Che Morning 
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ment gave no indication of the pol- 
icy of the government in regard to 
the strike, but in a joint interview 
of the minister of Jabor and him- 
self appearing in the Globe the,fol- 
lowing statement of policy is 
made: 

“It is flatly up to the citizens of 
Winnipeg to stand firm and resist 
the efforts made in the city to over- 
turn proper authority.” 

This is a new slant on the divi- 
sion of responsibility between citi- 
zen and government, The old idea 
that the citizen looked to the gov- 
ernment for the protection of his 
rights has gone by the board. The 
Meighan-Roberison idea is that it 
is up to the citizens to protect 
‘proper authority’’ from being 
overturned. 

Clearly a situation has arrived 
when we must either change en- 
gines or engineers. The ‘‘red’’ ele- 
ment of the labor movement em- 
phasize by ‘‘sympathetic’’ strikes 
their opinion that it is time to 
change engines—that is to substi- 
tute anarchy for order—tyranny 
for democracy—in governmental 
control. Where constituted author- 
ity refuses or fails to function in 
the face of a grave crisis anarchy 
has already arrived.
